WHEN oo. strategical blunder has 
been made retribution does not always 
follow immediately. Initinl suecess 
may be achieved when the false move 
is made bebind.a screen of treachery 
and surprise, But in the long run the

There scems no reason for doubt 
that Germany has made a blunder of 
the first order. - : 

Although the audacity of her coup 
and the skill with which it was 
organisct are impressive, retribution 
has begun to follow, not merely 
because Jibertics were taken with

Warspite’s Work

flercely at a range less than half a 
mile and silenced the enemy howit- 
zer.

Meanwhile the other British des- 
troyers chased the enemy to Rombaks 
which fs ten miles long with 

a narrow neck 200. yards wide half 

way up the fjord. :

Having destroyed seven enemy 
destroyers and silenced the shora 
batteries at the cost af three British 
destroyers damaged, the British wwith- 
drew, leaving the Ivanhoe and ‘Kim- 
berley in possession of the Fjords. 

Later the ‘Ivanhoe rescued the 
survivors of the destroyer Hardy from 
Ballanger,

‘triet: Judge in 1906. After a period 
of special servict in the Straits Sct- 
tlemenis he returned ‘to Ceylon ‘In 
1010 as Deputy Controller of Cus- 
toms nnd was promoted in, 1912 
Principal Assistant Colonial Sccre- 
tary. Tronsferred to West Africa in 
1014, he was made Colonial. Secre- 
tary of the Gold Const -and for sev~ 
eral pericds In the next eight yenrs 
wus Acting Governor, receiving the 
C.M.G. tnd C.B.E, forthis services. 


In 1922 he was mnde Governor of 
Sierra Leone and in 1924 was knight- 
ed (K.C.M.G.). He proved a singular- 
ly competent administrator and was 
ably assisted by his wife whom he 
had married in Ceylon in 1906 and 
who as un excellent organiser car- 
riled out many schemes for the bene- 
fit of the native women and children.

Must Not Abuse Liberty 

“The question of what steps can 
paoperly be taken to cheek — pro- 
paganda of a harmful kind was dis- 
cussed when the Defence Regulations 
were debnted on October 31. There 
\ eneral ayreement. that every 
effort should be made even in ‘time 
of. wor to avoid interference — with 
propagation of opinions held by smill 
minorities. There is, however, a 
risk that the liberty allowed by our 
traditional prinelples may be abused 
by the extremists, of whom some are 
unxious to destroy that IHberty, and 
I am at present considering whether 
some strengthening of the regulations 
is desirable for the purpose ‘of 
checking activitlers specifically direct- 
ed towards impeding our natianal 
war effort.”

WHEN a strategical blunder has 
been made retribution dees not always 
follow: Immediately. Initial success 
may be achfeved when the false move 
is made behind a sereen of treachery 
ond surprise. But in the long rur the 
penalty has to be paid. 

There seems no reason for doubt 
that Germany has made o blunder of 
the first order. oo 

Although the audacity of her coup 
and the alll with which It was 
organised are impressive, retribution 
has begun to, follow, not. merely 
because Ibertics were taken with 
strategical principles, but because it 
seems pretty certain thot Hitler had 


“mado-at-least two false- assumptions.- 


It seems Impossible that he contem- 
plated the possibility of Norway offer- 
ing resistance, or that he considered 
the chance of. the, Allied navies 
operating successfully in the Skager- 
rak and®Kattegat against the line of | 
communication of his main invading 
force. Much less did he imagine that 
they would penetrate to the Baltic. 

The Germans, priding themselves 
on their army and alr force, seem to 
have refused to acknowledge the 
potency of the, naval weapon or its 
offensive potentialities, though they 
may realise its effectiveness. an a 
beleaguering force. 

Not even Hitler could have expect- 
ed that the detachments occupying 
Norway's western ports would be able 
to maintain their communications by 
sea, He must have counted on being 
able to establish communications with 
them by land from Oslo, and to re- 
inforce them before the Alles could 
land troops to attack. them. If Nor~ 
way had tamely submitted that would 
have been an ensy matter, for rail- 
way communication would have been 
available except in the case of 
Narvik. And if, contrary to his 
expectations, Norway showed fight, 
the force landed at Oslo could have 
been reinforced to overwhelming size, 
provided that the British Navy, sub- 
jected to alr attack from Denmark 
and bascs established in. Southern 
Norway, ‘did not dare to enter the 
Skagerrak. : 

If that wos his-conception, it is easy 
to see how it has been falsified by, 
first, tho gallant resistance of the 


‘Norwegians and, second, the offensive
